WASHINGTON; Dec. 23.—After a fight 
of nearly 10 years to escape punishment 
for conspiring to swindle the United 
States Government, Benjamin D. Greene 
and John F. Gaynor, convicted with 
Capt. Oberlin M. Carter of fraud in con- 


nection with harbor improvements at 
Savannah, Ga., have lost, and must pay 
the penalty—four years each in prison 
and a fine of $5.,749. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States today denied the petition for 
writs of certiorari to bring their cases 
to that court, shutting off the last ave- 
nue of escape. Capt. Carter has served 
his term. 

Aided by Shrewd Lawyers. 

The two men have been aided by 
the shrewdest lawyers in the United 
States and Canada and almost unlim- 
ited financial resources. Carter has 
served his sentence. His accused co- 
conspirators elected to prolong the 
contest. Arrested in New York short- 
ly after their indictment at Savannah 
in 1890, they were taken before a}

Merchants Report Crowds of 
Holiday Buyers in Big 
Stores. 





Inquiry by reporters and correspond- 
ents in St. Louis and other cities, show 
that St. Louis is among the leaders tn 
big preparations for a Merry Christmas. 

The Christmas tree trade in St. I.ouils 
this year one-third larger than it was 
last Christmas and some 2,000 more 
trees will be sold, 80,000 in all. 

The trees come from Wisconsin and 
the New England states, the Vermont 
shipments being regarded at the oaest 
by dealers. They are sold by jobbers 
for an average price of # cents, but 
many get broken and prove unsalable, 
whica loss, with hauling and other cost 
of handling, makes them bring $1 to $2 
when the consumer purcliases them for 
Santa Claus to hang his gif*s on. Some 
‘“‘fancy’’ trees sell for $3, $4 and %. 

40 Carloads Received Here. 

Last year about 30 carloads of Christ- 
mas trees, with an average of 2000 in a 
carload, were received in $t. Louis. This 
‘year some 4 carloads have been re- 
ceived and have been selling rapidly. 
This makes the total number of 1907 
Christmas trees in St. Louis about 80,000, 

Anyone vWho thinks the Christmas 
trade has fallen off this year will find 
himself or herself greatly mistaken if 
a look is taken at the big stores down- 
town and the heads of these great Santa 
Claus warehouses are asked about ‘heir 
business. 

Saturday was a record breaking dédy. 
It is estimated that the department 
stores took in $400,000, and other stores 
shared in proportion. An cstimate for 
the week’s business is $2,000.000 for the 
department stores and $3,000,000 for other. 
downtown stores, which fs a Christmas 
trade comparing favorably with any 
year the St. Louis merchants have ever 
passed through. 

104,708 at Grand Leader, 

At the Grand Leader a count was kept 
on the number of visitors Saturday. 
Exactly 104,709 persons entered the store 
during the day. 

“Our trade has been bigger and bet- 
ter than ever,’’ said P. C. Baker, the 
superintendent, Monday, ‘“‘both in the 
number of purchases and the aggregatu 
value of the sales business. Our de- 
livery system has been worked harder 
than it ever was before at Christmas 
time.”’

BERLIN, Dec. 23.~The name of the 
Kaiser's sister, Princess Charlotte of 
Saxe Meiningen, was dragged into the 
Harden-Moltke case today. 

It was from the Princess, Counséllor 
Ktleinholtz told the Court, that his cli- 
ent, Editor Harden, got the informze- 
tion which led him to accuse Gen. 
Count von Moltke of immoralities so 
shocking as immediately to cdést him 
the Kaiser’s favor, his army commis- 
sion and the place he formerly had held 
in berlin, society. 

Klienholtz demanded that the princess 
be summoned as a witness in Harden’s 
behalf. 

The judges, much disturbed by the re- 
quest, hurridly adjourned court to con- 
sider action. It is likely the kaiser wil] 
be communicated with before a decision 
is rendered. Royalty cannot be compell- 
ed to come to court like other witnesses. 
but the princess’ testimony may be tak- 
en privately and likely will be read at 
the hearing.

Harden's sudden revelation of the high} 


source of his information has given the 
trail an entirely new aspect. The judges 
are plainly. disposed to treat him with 
more conseleration than earlier in the 
trial and if the princess substantiates 
Klienholtz’s claim it is agreed that the 
editor will have accomplished what 
probable will silence, effectually, the de- 
nunciation of court and official circles, 

That fresh efforts will be made to 
settle the/ case, even on the editor’s 
own terms, generally, is predicted.

Jeff Prendergast Jr., 10-year-old son 
of the State Senator who framed the 
eight-hour police law, had his first. ex- 
perience with policemen when he was

Then 
Homer Steinhoff, living at Chamber- 
iain and Goodfellow avenuwes, admitted, 
Senator Prendergast says, that he tore 
the sign down. Both Prendergast and 
the policemen lectured all the boys, but 
none was taken to the station.

There the stores are crowded 
day and night, though sales are below 
last year’s aggregate. Christmas pres- 
ents are not as costly as heretofore, 
the Christmas card being substituted 


therefor.

This is what makes it so hard to get the 
girls interested and to educate them to 
realize the benefits they would get by 
unionization. 

Many Ignorant, She Says, 

“So many times girls are compelled to 
go to work before they get much edu- 
cation in school, and unless there is 
some way provided for them to learn 
after they are out of school, they con- 
tinue in ignorance all their lives. What 
we want to do in our unions for girls is 
to provide the best conditions possible 
for them to work intelligently and in 
healthful surroundings. The working 
girl's health is all she has and if she be- 
comes ill at her work her wages cease 
and she is ‘down and out.’ It is most 
important that the girls should work 
where sanitary conditions prevail. 

Girls are Suspicious. 
~ “Tt is hard-to teach the girls that we 
are not in some way trying to ‘do’ them 
when we try to get them interested in 
the unions.

SENATOR MALORY DIES OF 
PARALYSIS AT PENSACOLA 


Had Served in Both Confederate 
. Army and Navy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23. — Senator 
Stephen Russell Mallory, Democrat, of 
Pensacola, Fla., whe died of paralysis 
in that city last night, was born Nov. 2, 
1848, and entered the Confederate army 
in Virginia in the fall of 1864. In the 
spring of 1865 he was appointed mid- 
shipman in the Confederate navy. He 
was graduated from Georgetown Col- 
lege, District of Columbia, in June, 
1869. 

He removed to Pensacola in 1874, where 
he prA&ctic law, was elected te the 
lower housé of the Florida legislature 
in 1876 and to the State Senate in 1880, 
and was re-elected in 188%. He was 
elected to the Fifty-second and Fifty- 
third Congresses from the First District 
of Florida and was elected to the United 
States Sen&te by the Florida Legislature 
for the term beginning March 4, 1897, and 
was re-elected in 1907.

Local Educators Dispute Owen Wister— Vary- 
ing Opinions Are Expressed by Heads 


of Colleges and Universities.

Owen Wister, who wrote “The Vir- 
ginian,”” may or may not have smiled, 
afteh the manner the hero of that 
book demanded, when he remarked to 
a Harvard audience that American 
scholarship was “minus 100 per cent,” 
and that no American university had a 
teacher of undisputed prominence. 

Leaders of St. Louis scholarship are 
inclined to think Mr. Wister did smile, 
or at least that he was not thoroughly 
fn earnest. But they do not think such 
@ remark, which sounds to most pef- 
sons as if it were meant for a statement 
of fact, should pass unchallenged. 
“Mr. Wister’s statement is greatly 
exaggerated,” said Rabbi Leon Harri- 
son to a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. 
“Tt is so exaggerated that it is not 
™ true. It has the sound of a thing gaid 
for effect, without the expectation at 
it would be taken literally. 

Purope Excels, He Says. 

“Tt is a factithat scholars of the first 

rank do not exist in America as abund- 
antly as in Europe.’ The ripest scholar- 
ship, like the finest art, is the product 
of centuries, and a new nation cannot 
hope to produce it. 
"A second reason is that men of great 
power follow everywhere the line of 
most honor. In this country the man of 
power becomes a~railroad builder, a 
corporation manager or 4a. juggier of 
high finance. In Eufope the man of 
power engages in scholarly reseaich. 

“But we have scholars of the first 
rank internationally. Prof. Haupt of 
the chair of Biblical criticism and Semit- 
ic languages at Johns\ Hopkins, is a 
world leader in his branch of scholar- 
ship. Prof. Burgess of Columbia is un- 
surpassed in his powerful grip on con- 
stitutional law and the development of 
nations, and his books are authorities 
wherever these subjects are studied. 
Hugo Muensterberg of Harvard is no 
less eminent in psychology. In applied 
science, I need not go away from home, 
for we have in St. Louis Prof. Wood- 
ward, a great teacher of teachers, a 
great organizer of a new department of. 
education. 

“Wein St. vis have had two other 
scholars of the highest rank, whom 
with almost criminal negligence we have 
let go—William T. Harris and Henry 8. 
Pritchett. They, with the men I have 
mentioned, and President Eliot of Har- 
vard are reat scholars by international 


standards.” 
Tribute to Eliot. 

‘Supt. F. Louis Soldan said: “The best 
contradiction of Mr. Wister’s statement 
can be found in the very place where 
he spoke. There is no greater scholar, 
in the best sense, than President Eliot 
of Harvard. A glance into the cata- 
logue of Harvard will show that the 
broad field of European scholarshtp is 
fully covered there. : 

“To go outside of Harvard, thére is 
no higher authority in pedagogy than 
Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia, 
no better scientist than Remsen of 
Johns Hopkins or Jordan of Leland 
Stanford, no greater master of tech- 
nology than Henry S. Pritchett. 

“I presume that in some lines there 
is less excellence in our uhiversities 
than in those of Europe.. ‘here are 
branches of scholarship, such as the 
Semitic and Aryan languages, which 


are not represented in many American |’ 


universities. But this is made up by 
the development of engineering pur- 
suits, and by the thoroughness of in- 
struction in the branches concerned with 
economic life and the industries.” 

Acting Chancellor Snow of Washing- 
ton University had no é0mment to make 
on Author Wister's stafement. ‘He 
has a right to nis opinion,” he _ said, 
“gnd so far as I am concerned, he is 
welcome to it,’’ 


Educators of the country at large dif- 
fer as to the accuracy of the statements 
made by Wister. Here “re what some 
of them’ have to say:

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MULVIHILL AS A SUPREME CvURT. 

If Excise Commissioner Mulvihill were a court 
of last resort the corporations would hail him as 
a benefactor. 

In the line of what he conceives to be his duty, 
he has concluded to make the road to a dram- 
shop license rockier than ever by ruling that 
corporations are neither citizens nor persons and 
so cannot be recognized under the law as signers 
of petitions. 

This judgement is in conflict with the uniform 
decisions of courts ever since corporations first 
came under their notice. If the Mulvihill doc- 
trine had obtained from the first corporations 
would have been outlawed or they would have 
outlawed everybody else. 

The unbroken judicial contention that corpora- 
tions are persons, has made it possible for the 
people to deal with these organizations very ef- 
fectively except in one way. They cannot be 
imprisoned or hanged. In other respects the in- 
tangible persons are subject to the pains and 
penalties commonly inflicted upon individuals, 
and some others besides. 

Being creatures of the State, they may be reg- 
ulated by the State in a manner Which would be 
highly obnoxious to a man doing business in his 
own name. This power is exercised now in the 
United States as never before. If corporations 
were not treated as persons as far as it is possi- 
ble to do so they might become a law unto them- 
selves. 

While, as has been said; corporations cannot 
be sent to the penitentiary or hanged by the neck, 
the State, possessing the power of regulation and 
of judicial interpretation of charter rights, may, 
in fact, “regulate’’ a corporation to death or by 
a decree of forfeiture consign it to cold obstruc- 
tion as literal as any that is to be found in the 
grave. 

Corporations have much to gain and semething 
to lose by the denial that they are persons and 
citizens, but it will take more than the dictum of 
the St. Louis Excise Commissioner to establish 
that contention.

- Overseer Goff’s office is in the base- 
Ment of the City Hall It nas been 
crowded for days with hungry, shiver- 
ing. men, Women and children, who say 
that they are without the necessities of 
life. The streams of poor people has 
hever slackened and has grown larger 
steadily. 

Snow Increases Distress, 

Monday morning the numbers were 
Targer than ever before and the visitors 
were more clamorous for aid. They all 
said that the snow had caused incense 
suffering. 

Mr. Goff at once summoned the mem- 
bers of the Pauper Committee and the 
hungry crowd aroynd the office was 
told to wait a little wifile. There is no 
Jegal limit to the funds of the Overseer’s 
office, but custom has limited him to 
$300 a month to spend for food and fuel. 
Mr, Goff has spent $450 already this 
month. 

He told the committee that another 
$150 would be necessary to carry on the 
work of the office and asked if he 
would be reimbursed if he spent that 
amount. The committee told him the 
would be protected in spending whatev- 
‘er was necessary to relieve the poor.
